For the Pacific. 
Pele’s Hole—The Lava Streams and Trop- 
ical Forests of Hawaii. 

A company of thirteen foreigners, with ten 
natives to assist us, we started from Hilo to 
visit the old crater at Kilauea, styled by the 
natives Pele’s Hole, it being, according to 
their ancient superstitions, the immediate place 
ef her residence on the islands, and the chief 
seat of her terrible power. This Hole is situ- 
ated in the midst of an extensive plain, thirty- 
five miles from Hilo, and directly on the trail 
from that place to Kau. For a few miles our 
way lay over a level, beautiful country, free 
from stones and covered with a heavy rich ver- 
dure. Then we came into the woods growing 
on old lava streams, the bare places in which 
revealed the unmistakable marks and conform. 
ations of flowing lava, like those we had wit- 
pessed at the new stream. The way here be. 
eame bad, being full of rough places and sharp 
fragments of the harder kind of lava. We 
could go no faster than a slow walk, and that 
rate of speed seemed excruciating to our bare- 
footed animals. My heart ached at the cruel- 
ties practiced on these poor dumb creatures. 
The tender mercies of heathen are always cru- 
el, and the want of humane feelings towards 
aseful animals seems to be the last thing 
among this people to yield to the influences of 
the gospel. Native horses here are seldom 
shod, and are driven as fast and as long as 
they can poesihly stand on their feet, and are 
then left either to recruit or die. Horseflesh 
in the islands is at a discount, and the loss of 
an animal is but a trifle; so that a cruel na- 
tive bas no motive to treat his beast kindly. 
This cruelty to animals is the darkest trait I 
have discovered in native character. Although 
very kind towards one another, towards their 
children, and towards foreigners, the whole 
race is proverbial for unfeeling abuse of do- 
mestic animals. One constantly witnesses 
scenes among them that almost makes his*blood 
rap cold. 

We passed over many distinct lava streams, 
varying from a half-mile to several miles in 
width. These streams and their comparative 
ages could be distinctly traced from the differ- 
ent quantities of soil and vegetation appearing 
en them. They usually run from the moun- 
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tains, more or less directly towards the sea, so 
that we crossed them nearly at right angles. 
On some of these streams large forest trees, 
four or five feet in diameter at their base, were 
growing. Then would succeed a strip with 
trees of half that size, or perhaps with no trees 
at all, except a few stinted shrubs. Sometimes 
these strips of comparitively new lava would 
lead right down through the centre of a dense 
forest, its edges being as distinctly marked as 
the banks of a river. 

Some of these streams seemed to be covered 
with a good depth of fine soil, while on others 
the rock had scarcely begun to decompose at 
all. No one who has ever visited Hawaii, I 
think, can doubt for a moment, that nearly all 
of its solid parts have been boiled over out of 
its mountains. Of course such a route afforded 
a great variety of scenery, though being nearly 
bare, it was necessarily on a small scale. The 
principal thing, after these different lava 
streams, that would attract the attention of 
the traveler, is the grand old forests, that here 
and there crop out along the way. The prin- 
cipal trees are the Koo or native mohogany, 
the Kukua or candle nut, and the Ohio or na- 
tive apple. Of the latter there are two species, 
the fruit- bearing and the fruitless. They have 


very little resemblance to each other, except 


in their blossoms. The fruit bearing oho is 
about the size of our American maple, and 
presents very much the same appearance, only 
its leaves are larger, more nearly round and of 
adeeper green. Twicea year it is thickly 
covered over witha red mantle of splendid 
blossoms, which disappear and are succeeded 
by abundant treasures of red, juicy fruit about 
the size of large peaches, which to s thirsty 
man is quite delicious, but to a moist foreign 
palate is rather vapid and tasteless. The na- 
tives, however, are quite fond of it. 


The fruitless ohio very mach resembles the 
American white oak both in shape and size, 
It shoots up a straight stem a hundred feet or 
more in height, and then sends outward and 
upward gigantic limbs nearly as much higher. 
During most of the year its top is covered with 
4 magnificent profusion of large, gorgeous, red 


honeysuckle in New England, only larger and 
ten times more showy. The trunks of these 
trees are usually covered with numerous para- 
sitic plants, bearing large and splendid red; 
white, yellow and variegated blossoms, or are 
wound round with a great variety of banging 
vines. These climbers frequently wind them- 
selves about the trunks of these trees in im- 
mense cylindrical whorls, tweuty feet in diam- 
eter at their base, and gradually tapering to a 
point one hundred feet above the ground, and 
are all the way so dense as apparently to form 
an impenetrable mass of lea ves and vines. Be- 
neath the whole timidly nestle an almost end- 
less variety of more modest though equally at- 
tractive shrubs and plants, which with the 
evergreen drapery of climbers, and parti-color- 
ed robes of parasites, and splendid coronal of 
gay and fragrant blossoms, serve to deck off 
these venerable old monarchs of the forest with 
a genuine magnificence and beauty, in comari- 
son with which the lace, and gold, and epaul- 
ettes, and jeweled diadems of earth’s proudest 
potentate, seem to be strangely fantastic and 
frivolous. No belle of the ball-room ever was 
or ever can be really adorned like one of these 
gorgeous old forest trees. No devout lover of 
nature, it seems to me, can pass through these 
tropical forests, where the scenery, as it comes 
from the hands of its Maker, remains unmarred 
and the solitude unbroken from age to age, save 
by the occasional tramp of the, tourist, or by 
the] morning anthem of innumerable birds, 
without feeling his heart swell with profound 
reverence and gratitude to the wonderful Ar- 
chitect, who planned this splendid scenery, and 
so profusely scattered these tropical beauties 
over this island gem of the ocean. I envy not 
the soul who can contemplate this magnificence 
without an intense feeling of love and adora- 
tion for its Author. Such a soul, it seems to 
me, must be strangely wanting in the finest and 
noblest sensibilities of our nature. It must be 
blind, and motionless, and desolate. It must 
be a desert, barren of every green blade of 
delicate emotion. It must lack some of the 
essentials of atrue, genuine humanity. It cas 
not be a soul of the divine workmanship in its 
normal state. It must be nothing but the de- 
faced and fragmentary ruin of that noble crea- 
ture that God originally made in his own im- 
age, to dress, to keep, and to love these earthly 


ises. 

We passed only a few huts upon the way. 
Nearly all the people on these Islands live along 
the seashore. The island is entirely uninhab- 
ited, except now and then a straggling hut 
along the principal thoroughfares, built no 
doubt o accommodate weary travellers with 
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sleeping holes in exchange for quarters. On 
the secend day we reached the crater, an im- 
mense black, frowning abyss, a thousand feet 
in depth. It is impossible by description to 
do anything like justice to this scene of na- 
ture, of which Lieut. Wilkes wrote, when he 
had seen one of the deep lakes, heaving its mass 
of molten liquid : “ It is worth coming a jour- 
ney around the world to see.” To his admira- 
ble description and plates, in his report of the 
Exploring Expedition, I refer the * 1 Be- 
fore the introduction of Christianity, no native 
dared to descend into this firey shrine of their 
most powerfal goddess. Companies, as they 
paseed, with awful reverence drew near the 
edges of the crater, and piously threw into the 
black and frowning gulf a few berries of the 
ohelo, as a peace offering to the dread divinity 
that revels amid those eternal fires, and then 
rapidly passed on, lest they shou'd be over- 
whelmed by some sudden demonstration of her 
anger. Tradition says that many persons, and 
sometimes whole companies, have been destroy- 
ed here by the escape of gases, or by the 
ejection of clouds of red-hot sand. There are 
abundant evidences around the old crater that 
these traditions were undoubtedly well found- 
ed, although no such violeat action has taken 
place since the residence of foreigners on the 
islands. It is now visited fearlessly, and thus 
far, with impunity, even by the timid natives, 
who, in its quiescent intérvals, walk all over 
the floor of the pit, and hp to the very edges 
of the burning lakes of melted lava, that at 
all times are, more or less thickly interspersed 
over its surface. How U is the revolution 
which the gospel has wrought in the religious 
ideas and practices of this singularly interest- 
ing people!

Mr. BMqin Account or Ki.avea.— We 
append the following description by Rev. Mr. 
Bingham in his volume upon the Sandwich 
Islands : 

Approaching the great crater of Kilauea, 
we had a fine view of the magnificent dome of 
Mauna Loa, stretching on some twenty miles 
beyond it, and rising above it to the lofty 


height of ten thousan pet. Evidences of ex- 
iets olcanic altiplied around us; 
issued 


steam, gas and smoke, from sulphur 
banks on the north-east and south east sides of 
the crater, and here aud there from deep and 
extended fissures connected with the fiery sub- 
terranean agency ; and es we 1 circum- 
spectly along the apparently depressed plain 

t surrounds the crater, we observed an 
immense volume of smoke and vapor ascending 
from the midst of it. Atthe seme time, aud 
from the same source, various unusual sounds 
not easily described or explained, fell with in- 
creasing intensity onthe ear. Then the angry 
abyss, the fabled | abitation and throne of 
PKLE, the great ex-goddess of the Hawaii- 
ans, opened before us. 

Coming near the rim, I fell upon my hands 
and knees, awestruck, and crept cautiously to 
the rocky brink ; for with all my natural and 
— ape courage, I was unwilling at once to 

k 2 the giddy verge and look down 
upon noisy, fiery gulf beneath my feet. 
Shortly, however, I was able to stand ve 
near and gaze upon this wonder of the weed, 
which I wish I could set before my readers in 
all its mystery, magnitude and grandeur. 

It is not a lofty cone, or mountain . 
pointing to the heavens, but a vast chasm in 
the , five or six times the depth of Niag- 
ara Falls, and seven or eight miles in circum 
ference. It is situated on the flank of a vast 
mountain, which has been gradually piled up 
by a similar agency during the course of ' 
Such is the extent and depth of Kilauea, that 
it would take io, entire, the city of Philadel- 
phia or New York, and make their loftiest 
2 viewed from the rim, appear amall and 
ow. 

But neither cities nor meadows, neither wa- 
ter nor vegetation, can be found in this chief 
of the “deep places of the earth,” but a lake of 
lava, some black and indurated, some fiery and 
flowing, some cooling as a floating bridge over 
the fathomless molten abyss seven times hotter 
than Nebuchadnezgar’s hottest furnace, and 
some bursting up through this tempo in- 
crustation, reuding it here and there, and form- 
ing mounds and cones upon it. The immense 
mass, laboring to escape, pressed against the 
crater’s sides, which chosisted not of a frail 
Chioese wall built by human hands to resist 
human strength, but ap irregularly elliptical 
wall of basaltic rocks, extending a thousand 
feet above the surface of the lava lake, and to 
unknown depths below. 

Six hundred feet below the verge stretched 
around horizontally a vast amphitheatre galle- 
ry of black indurated lava, once fluid, on which 
an army of one hundred thousand men might 
stand to view the sublime spectacle, beneath, 
around, and above them. 

While through the eye the impressions of 

eur, strong at first, increased till the day- 
ht was gone, the impressions received through 
the ear were peculiar, and by no means incon- 
siderable. The fiercely whizzing sound of gas 
and steam, rushing with varying force, through 
obstructed apertares in blowing cones, or cool- 
ing crusts of lava, the laboring, wheezing, 
struggling, as of a liviog mountain, breathing 
fire and smoke and sulpherous gas from his lu- 
rid nostrils, tossing up molten rocks or de- 
tached portions of fluid lava, and breaking up 
vast indurated masses with varied detonations, 
all impressively bade us stand in awe. 
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Our position was about four thousand feet 
above level of the sea, and one thousand 
above the surface of the lake. The great ex- 
tent of the surface of the lava lake ; the nume- 
rous places in it where the fiery element was 


displaying itself; the conical mouthes bere and } 


there, discharging glowing lava, overflowi 
and spreading its waves around, or belch 
out in detatched and molten masses that were 
shot forth with detonations, perbaps by the 
force of gasses 8 ling through from below 
the surface, while vast colamn of vapor 
and smoke ascended up towards heaven, and 
the coruscations of the emitted, brilliant lava, 
illaminated the clouds that passed over the 
terrific gulf, all presented by night a splendid 
and sublime panorama of volcanic action, 
bably nowhere else surpassed. The whole 
island, with its ample and towering mountains, 
is often shaken with awful throes, and creation 
here “groaneth and travaileth in pain.”

Death from Old Age. 

But few men die of old age. Almost 
all die of disappointment, passion, mental 
or bodily toil, or accident. The passions 
kill men sometimes even suddenly. The 
common expression, choked with pas- 
sion,“ has little exaggeration in it; for 
even though not suddenly fatal, strong 
passions shorten life. Strong bodied men 
often die young; weak men live longer 
than the strong, for the strong. use their 
strength, and the weak have little to use. 
The latter take care of themselves, the 
former do not, As it is with body, so it 
is with mind and temper. The strong are 
apt to break down, or, like the candle, to 
run; the wick burns out. The inferior 
animals, which live, in general, regular 
and temperate lives, have usually their 
prescribed term of years. The horse lives 
twenty-five years ; the ox fifteen or twen- 
ty ; the lion about twenty ; the dog ten 
or twelve; the rabbit eight; the guinea- 
pig, six to seven years. These numbers 
all bear a similar proportion to the time 
the animal takes to grow to its fall size. 

‘When the cartilaginous parts of the 
bone ‘become oasified, the bone ceases to 
grow. This takes place in man at about 
twenty years on the gverage ; in the cam- 
el at eight; in the horse at five ; in the 
ox at four ; in the lion at four; in the 
dog at two ; in thecat at eighteen months; 
in the rabbit at twelve ; in the guinea-pig 
at seven, Five or six times these num- 
bers give the term of life , five is pretty 
near the average ; some animals greatly 
exceed it. But man, of all the animals, 
‘is the one that seldom comes up to bis 
average. He ought to live an hundred 

ears, according to this physiological law, 
or five times twenty are a hundred ; but 
instead of that he scarcely reaches on the 
average four times his growing period; 
while the dog reaches six times; the cat 
six times; the rabbit even eight times the 
‘standard of measurement. ‘The reason is 
obvious, Man is not only the most irreg- 
ular and the most intemperate, bat the 
most laborious and hard-working of all 
animals. He is also the most irritable of 
all animals ; and there is reason to believe, 
though we cannot tell what an animal se- 
cretly feels, that more than any other ani- 
mal, man cherishes wrath to keep it warm, 
and consumes himself with the fire of his 
own‘secret reflections — Blackwood’s Mag- 
azine. 

The Word “Church.” 

“What will some of my readers say, if 
I tell them that the word Church is a bad 
one, apart from its immense perversion and 
incalculable abuse? It was manufactured 
by the schoolmen in the dark ages, and 
not well translates the original and classic 
word, ecélesia, which occars, I think, about 
115 times in the New Testament ; in the 
text of the Old, not once. King James 
is thought to have inhibited its existence, 
with that of the word, mystery, and seve- 
ral othors, in all the books of the old Tes- 
tament. 

By a liceutious metonomy we now use 
it commonly, and I will add, incorrigibly, 
for the contajner, instead of the contained ; 
for the house, instead of the people that 
meet there to worship. In this sense is 
ecclesia used in the New testament? Not 
once, yo, never! I know what I write, 
and who they are that may scorn and deny 
it; and I know that I write the truth. 
It seems small at first; but to the learned 
thinker in theology, everywhere, it is not 
an affair of such remarkable levity. It is 
used in the classics for the people assembled 
on any occasion. Luke exemplifies this 
three in one chapter: Acts xix, 32, 
89, 41, rendered there assembly, referring 
to a mob of wild pagans, making an up- 
roar in the theater at Ephesus. So the 
Athenians, when convoked at a given sig- 
nal, to hear Demosthenes declaim against 
Philip of Macedon, are called an ecclesia, 
The word itself legitimately refers to the 
people alone, not to the place where they 
meet. The primitive Christians, with the 
exception here and there of a poor syna- 
gogue transformed, had no places in which 
to meet; or they met in private houses, 
in school-rooms, in market-places, in a 
grove, by the sea-side, or, like those who 
heard the Saviour, in an open meadow, or 
by the way, or in a co d, or on the 
side of a mountain. For one or two hun- 
* years, at first, — = no certain 
place, permanent or built for that parpose, 
wherein to worship. How different from 
our times of cathedral magnificence, archi- 
tectural extravagance, and sumptuous 
ecclesiology, worshiping more the gorge- 
ous palace than even its invisible inhabi- 
aa He is even morally there.— Dr.

How America was Peorten.—The Rev. 
Dr. Hawks, of New-York, has recent! 
been delivering a series of lectures, — 
ed to show that this continent was peo- 
pled by successive migrations from the 
old world, at different eras, and by differ- 
ent races. First from the shores of the 
Mediterranean, which was the earliest 
seat of commercial enterprise, and the 
people from which have left their record 
upon the vast ruins of Yucatan; next 
from China and J apan to Mexico, Central 
and South America; and next from 
Northern Asia, from which the American 
tribes of Indians came.

Hon. Robert C. Wiuthrop, in his ad- 
eress delivered at the opening of the 
grand Musical Festival, related the fol- 
lowing anecdote to illustrate the state of 
American music at the time when the 
treaty at Ghent was negotiated.

ter of the place called upon these Commis- 
sioners to furnish him with our National 
Air. Our National Air, said they, is 
Yankee Doodle. Yankee Doodle, said 
the Conductor, what is that? Where 
shall 1 find it ? By whom wasit com- 
posed? Can you supply me with the 
score? The perplexity of the Commis- 
sioners may be better imagined than des- 
eribed. They were fairly at their wit's 
end They had never imagined that they 
should have scores of that sort to settle, 
and each turned to the other in despair. 
At last they bethought them, in a happy 
moment, that there was a colored servant 
of Mr. Clay’s, who, like so many of his 
race, was a first-rate whistler, who was 
certain to know Yankee Doodle by heart. 
He was forthwith sent for, accordingly, 
and the problem was solved without fur- 
ther delay. The Band Master jotted 
down the air, as the colored boy whistled 
it,and before night, said Mr. Adams, 
Yankee Doodle Was set to so many parts 
that you would hardly have known it, and 
it came out the next day in all the pride, 
pomp and circumstance of viol and haut- 
boy, of drum, trumpet and cymbal, to the 
edification of the Allied Sovereigns of 
America. Whether that boy was bond 
or free, I know not, but I think both South 
‘and North would agree that he earned 
his liberty and citizenship, too, on that 
occasion.”

How Tiwe Reverses Human Jupemenr. 
Time tests the value of all human action 
and deeds that were thought glorious at the 
period of their enactment wear a different 
hue when looked back upon, apart from 
the false surroundings of immediate victo- 
ty.
